It is interesting to compare the visual 


•cuteneess of the normal ej e before and 
after the effect of some purely physical 
cause, that may be within the realm of 
either nature or civilization. Taking a 
few instances of each for illustration, 
•I will cite from nature first. It is well 
known that severe illness greatly im- 
pairs the acutemess of vision of a D other- 
wise strong eye. Almost the first thing 
n convalescent will do is to call for a 
book or newspaper to while away the 
tedium of the sickroom. Unlesswarned 
not to try his eyes too much, he is apt, 
through forgetfulness, to overtask his 
accommodative powers or injure the 
already weakened ciliary muscle. When 
the rest of his body recovers its normal 
^strength the eye continues weak. After 
'straining the eyes more in the vaan hope 
that his sight will improve, the person, 
if he is wise, will consult experienced 
help; if otherwise, he wiU pick up the 
first parr of spectacles available, regard- 
less of whether they be too strong or 
tco weak for his ej es. Should he finally 
go to an optician, the latter will often 
find H difficult to fit glasses satisfac- 
torily. 


Other natural causes that affect eyes 


are wind, dust, light and heat, •when ex- 
cessive. Eyes otherwise good enough 
become weak under such conditions. 
The weakness maj be due to an errorof 
refraction, and under most conditions 
tie accommodative power of the eye is 
strong enough to overcome the error. 
But Tinder such atmospheric or climatic 
conditions as I have mentioned the ac- 
commodation is lessened, and the eje 
cannot find relief, except by the use of 
glasses. They should generally be eonr 
Tex. 


Havhif mentioned those losses of 


visual Muteness due to natural causes, 
text in order are causes produced by 
clrifeation. At the outset I will say 
thai if the patient were to change bis 
occupation and take plenty of fresh air 
«nd exercise, the optician's services 
might never be needed; but these "ifs" 
are fe the way, and are not to be gotten 
rid of by the average individual.

:ver-increasin<* army of women work- 
ers in shops and offices, and the new 
avenues of employment opening to 
them, swell the number of spectacle 
wearers. It has been my purpose to 
point out that it is not the serious and 
very plain errors of refraction, that 
cause the most of an optician's patron- 
age, and he must often attribute the 
loss of visual acuteness to other causes.

Born and reared In poverty, bis advan- 
tages wera email and his opportantle* 
limited, but ha overcome all difficulties 
He was born with an unimpeachable 
honesty and bis life was lived for a pur- 
pose: tbat purpose was to succeed us an 
American citizen. All his life he was 
governed by bis loyalty to the flag ot his 
government. He was not carried away 
by demagogues, was not influenced by 
prejudice. He stood as a sturdy oak 
against all blardisbmentsof men. Lin- 
coln's ancestry bas been traced to one 
Lflvl Lincoln of Massachusetts, wbo wa* 
one of the first chosen to represent Ibe 
people at tbe state assembly. He wa* 
made secretary of state and eventually be- 
came attorney general in tbe cabinet of 
Thomas Jefferson. Jefferson, 
Lincoln 


and Madison believed in and promulgated 
the doctrines of state sovereignty, th* 
exalting of the rights of tbe state over 
tba government. 
When Jefferson, tb* 


promnlgator of state sovereignty, went 
out of office on the 4th ot March, 1809, 
Lincoln, who was foiever to dissipate th* 
dogma in America, had been bom jolt 
80 days. Lincoln wai not controlled by 
sentiment, not up one day and do«n th* 
next, but wan always governed by hi* 
judgment, one of tbe important thing* 
young men should consider, especially tb* 
Son) of Veterans. Your fathers did DO* 
answer tbo call ta defend their country 
because of any sentiment, or tbat they 
loved bloodshed, but because tke Integrity 
of tho nation had been assailed. Even 
during the war there was a strong senti- 
ment against Lincoln, but be could not 
afford to be carried away or Influenced by 
sentiment. This was an example of how 
prejudice may err. Tonight as we cele- 
brate tho birthday ot Lincoln we are 
proud that our ooontry produced snob • 
man. We believe him to be tbe peer ot 
any man born an this great earth. I lived 
wbcc they called Lincoln a destrier and • 
traitor. I know tba sentiment and preju- 
dice that brought forth tbe man who took 
his life. If Abraham Lincoln was all** 
today there is no man who would barm 
him. The firmness of Lincoln'; judg- 
ment made blin the man for the pirlloa* 
times which brought him to tbe front and 
cairied our country through tbe stormiest 
contest ever known and landed It saTdf 
in tbe harbor of safety and union."
